2002 to 2004 Annual Average Labor Force
Information for Metro and Micro Areas

The Local Area Unem-
ployment Statistics
(LAUS) annual averages
have been updated and
revised to account for
data changes and new
county groupings (for
Metropolitan Statistical
Areas (MSAs) and Mi-
cropolitan Areas) based
on Census 2000 informa-
tion. Thus, the revision
goes back to 2000. This
issue of the LMR will pro-
vide some of the data for
the state, the MSAs, and
the micropolitan areas.

The statewide unemploy-
ment rate in 2004 was 5.4
percent, down 0.1 percent
from the previous year.
From 2002 until 2003, the
Tennessee rate increased
from 5.2 percent to 5.5
percent. The United
States’ unemployment
rate went from 6 percent
in 2003 to 5.5 percent in
2004. This is the seventh
consecutive year that the
annual average unem-
ployment rate in Tennes-
see 1s equal to or lower
than the national rate.

Metro Areas

During the past year, total
employment decreased in
both the Kingsport and
Memphis MSAs. The other
MSAs all increased. The
unemployment rate de-
creased from 2003 to 2004
in the Clarksville, Jackson,
Johnson City, Kingsport,
Morristown, and Nashville
MSAs. The unemployment
rate increased from 2003 to
2004 in Chattanooga and
Memphis. The rate re-
mained the same in Cleve-
land and Knoxville.

From 2002 to 2003, the un-
employment rate increased
in the Clarksville, Cleve-
land, Kingsport, Knoxville,
Memphis, and Nashville
MSAs. It decreased during
the same period in Jackson
and Johnson City. It re-
mained the same in Chatta-
nooga and in Morristown.

During the past three
years, the unemployment
rate has steadily declined
in the Jackson and Johnson
City MSAs. The unemploy-
ment rate declined then
remained steady in Cleve-
land and Knoxville. During
the past three years, this
rate has steadily increased
in the Memphis MSA, ris-
ing from 5.3 percent to 5.9
percent.

Last year, the metropolitan
area with the lowest unem-
ployment rate was the
Knoxville MSA, at 4.1 per-
cent. The Knoxville MSA
had the lowest unemploy-
ment rate for three con-
secutive years. The Mem-
phis MSA had the highest
rate in 2004 at 5.9 percent.

Micro Areas

The micropolitan areas are
new designations based on
the 2000 Census that have
at least one urban cluster
of greater than 10,000 but
less than 50,000 popula-
tion, plus adjacent counties
with a high degree of social
and economic integration.

Of the 20 new micropolitan
areas, only three include
multiple counties. They
are Cookeville (Jackson,
Overton, and Putnam coun-
ties), Tullahoma (Coffee,
Franklin, and Moore coun-
ties), and Union City, TN-
KY (Obion County and Ful-
ton County, KY).

During the past year, the
total employment de-
creased in Brownsville,
Columbia, Crossville, Har-
riman, Lawrenceburg, Mar-
tin, McMinnville, Newport,
Paris, Tullahoma, and Un-
ion City. Total employ-

(Continued from the previous page)
ment increased in Athens, Cookeville,
Dyersburg, Greeneville, LaFollette,
Sevierville, and Shelbyville.

The increase in employment, however,
does not necessarily equate to an in-
crease in the unemployment rate from
year to year. Last year, the unemploy-
ment rate decreased in all micropolitan
areas except Greeneville, Harriman,
Sevierville, and Tullahoma.

From 2002 to 2003, the unemployment

rate decreased in Athens, Cookeville,
Dyersburg, and McMinnville. The
unemployment rate remained the same
from 2002 to 2003 in Harriman. The
unemployment rate increased in the
other 15 micropolitan areas in 2002.

During the past three years, the unem-
ployment rate has steadily declined in
Athens, Cookeville, Dyersburg, and
McMinnville. In each of these commu-
nities, the total number of unemployed
persons declined each year. In Athens
and Cookeville, the total number of

employed persons increased each year.
In Cookeville and Dyersburg, the total
number of persons in the labor force
increased in each successive year.

Last year, the micropolitan areas with
the lowest unemployment rate were
Cookeville and Tullahoma, both at 4.9
percent. Tullahoma had the lowest
unemployment rate for three consecu-
tive years. Lawrenceburg had the
highest unemployment rate at 8.7 per-
cent.

Tennessee's seasonally adjusted estimated
unemployment rate for September 2005 was
5.1 percent, down 0.2 percent from the
August 2005 rate. This is the first month
this year that Tennessee had a seasonally
adjusted unemployment rate lower than or
equal to the national rate.

The United States’ unemployment rate was
also 5.1 percent in September 2005. In
September 2004, the national unemployment
rate was 5.4 percent and the state’s
unemployment rate was 5.3 percent.

Across Tennessee, the not-seasonally
adjusted unemployment rate decreased in 86
counties, increased in eight counties, and
remained the same in one county. The lowest
rate occurred in Williamson County at 3.2
percent, down 0.2 percent from the previous
month. The highest rate was Clay County's
12.4 percent, up from 10.7 percent in August.
